TOKYO, Tuesday, Sept. 8—The United Nations Com- 
mand completed preparations today to begin moving to 
the demilitarized zone the North Korean and Chinese war 
prisoners who have refused to be returned to their home- 


lands. 

The United Nations holds an 
estimated 22,600 ‘prisoners who 
have said they would forcibly re- 
sist transfer to Communist au- 
thorities. These prisoners will be 
handed over to the custody of 
the neutral nations repatriation 
commission for a_ three-month 
period during which Communist 
spokesmen will try to convince 
them to change their minds. 


The Communists have said that 
they hold more than 300 South 
Koreans and more than 20 non- 
Koreans. who similarly rejected 
transfer to the United Nations 
authorities during operation Big 
Switch, which ended Sunday. 


The first Group to be moved 
today by the UN prisoner-of-war 
command will be about 2,000 
Chinese. They will be transport- 
ed by sea from Cheju Island off 
South Korea to the port of Inchon 
and then be taken by train to the 
demilitarized area. The North 
Korean prisoners from Koje 
Island and Wonsan are expected 
to be handed over to the neutral 
nations Indian guards Thursday. 

The official notification that 
the United Nations was ready to 
begin the move on non-repatriate 
prisoners was given the Commu- 
nists during a meeting of the 
military armistice commission 
yésterday by Maj. Gen. Black- 
Shear M. Bryan.

DENVER, Sept. 7 (#—President 
Eisenhower and Secretary of State 
Dulles today hailed pro-American 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer’s 
landslide re-election in West Ger- 
many as a far greater victory 
“‘than we had dared to expect.”’ 

Dulles used those words in ex- 
pressing the satisfaction of himself 
and the President over the out- 
come of yesterday’s voting. The 
secretary talked to newsmen at 
Eisenhower’s vacation headquar- 
ters after he and the Chief Execu- 
tive had conferred two and one 
half hours about a variety of for- 
eign policy problems. 


NOTHING OUT OF WAY 


Dulles also declared, in reply to 
a question, that Eisenhower ‘‘saw 
nothing out of the way’’ about 
Statements Duties made last week 
endorsing Adenauer for re-election 
and dealing also with Trieste, India 
and Japan. 

Those statements by Dulles 
touched off angry criticism abroad 
and led to a published report that 
Eisenhower was ‘‘gravely con- 
cerned”’ and displeased about the 
secretary’s remark. 

Asked whether the President had 
expressed any displeasure regard- 
ing the remark, Dulles replied: 

‘‘None whatsoever.”’ 


SAW IT-IN PAPERS 


The secretary added that the 
President knew only what had been 
in the newspapers about sthe re- 
marks, and that he (Dulles) had 
given him a full report. 

“Did he approve the remarks?’

He has confirmed this opinion of 
him, and of his admirable intelligence, 
by the report now made in the current 
issue of Look magazine of his just- 
completed journey around the world. 

He wants us to understand that we 
must recognize the hopes and fears of 
masses in ferment. They want respect. 
They want something to eat every day. 
And they want something better for 
their children. 

Communists cunningly, and hypo- 
critically, yet with great shrewdness, 
recognize this and have exploited it to 
the fullest. They have not.talked about 
freedom because they don’t have any to 
ofter. They hold the chains behind their 
backs and they say, “The Western na- 
tions don’t respect you because you are 
black, or brown or yellow. They want 
to exploit you. We will see you are 
fed and that you have free hospitals, 
and that your children have schools.” 

In our policy, we have made the 
error of attacking communism without, 
at the same time, making it clear that 
freedom also includes schools and bread 
and child care. 

Adlai Stevenson believes our policy 
of resistance has succeeded and the non- 
Communist world is stronger. He thinks 
peace will not be had by conference— 
but will come bit by bit, with partial 
solutions preceding full ones. The 
process will be slow and frustrating. 
The alternative—war. We must think 
of this as we approach the Korean talks 
anc the Sept. 15 UN meeting. 

Five things he asks us to face 
sqtiarely and promptly: 

“ First: Our leadership and influence 
hzve sagged. Fear is contagious, and if 
we appear to distrust ourselves and our 
ideals, we can’t expect others to trust us. 

“Second: Germany is imperative to 
the West. 

“Third: Red China is a reality that 
eannot be wished away. Formosa must 
be a bastion of peace and security in 
the Pacific. 

“Fourth: Trade is life itself for the 

great industrial nations, and their well- 
being is our security. 

- “Fifth: Southeast Asia’s 
hinges on war in Indochina. 

“Sixth: The crisis of our times {is 
moral as well as material, and the spirit 
of man is stronger and hungrier than 
the body.” 

+ We earnestly hope the White House 
and, more especially, the Secretary of 
State, are reading Mr. Stevenson.

duced average of 15.5 per cent; (4) 
pecestrian accidents were reduced an 
average of 61.9 per cent.

Chancellor Adenauer will offer the olive 
branch of peace to the Soviet people but at 
the same time will urge the rearmament of 
his country in conformity with the Euro- 
pean defense treaty which will doubtless 
be ratified soon. His election victory will 
challenge the governments of France and 
Italy to a similar manifestation of support. 

The election victory in Germany was’ a 
triumph for the cause of freedom in the 
world. Americans can rejoice that Ameri- 
can leadership in the world has been 
dramatically shown to be ascendant.

commission. They have 
lost their big chance to 
bring Iran behind the 
Iron Curtain.

Most of 
our friends are paying only lip service to 
the things for which we stand in UN and 
in the world. They are now so indebted to 
us that they can do very little else except 
string along with us. They follow us, but 
with no zest for where the leader is taking 
them. 


If the United States announced today 
that she would abstain on the question of 
admitting Red China to UN, and bear no 
grudge against any ally who wanted to 
vote Red China in, the country that waged 
such wanton warfare on United Nations 
forces in Korea would be overwhelmingly 
welcomed into the family. 


And if the United States said to its 
friends through the world, ‘‘Just because 
we don’t wish to do business with Russia, 
that’s no reason why you should not,’’ there 
woula be a tremendous rush to buy from 
and sell to Russia. 

We seem to have walked too fast for the 
rest of the parade of free nations. 

Anyway, we’re in the curious position of 
having set a noble goal, achieved it and 
generally at the expense of a brutal foe of 
freedom who wanted things to turn out dif- 
ferent. And yet our friends keep looking 
around anxiously for an exit. 


Biggest single reason for our friends’ 
desperate effort to get on better terms with 
the Reds: Russia’s H-bomb. In England, 
one hears more and more a complaint 
which runs, ‘‘Why are the Americans so 
concerned over an atomic war? If one 
breaks out, we, not they, will catch the 
brunt of it. And the first people bombed 
will be those of us who must live near the 
American atomic bases over here.’’ 

Beaten diplomatically and propaganda- 
wise, Russia now seems determined to see 
what it can do to widen the cracks that 
imperil the unity of the Western powers. It 
will try with every means to sow dissen- 
sion, increase suspicion of America’s mo- 
tives. 

How are we going to keep our friends 
as alert to the Communist menace as we 
are, and as determined to fight it, not fawn 
upon it? If you have the-answer to that, 
you can have John. Foster Dulles’ job.

Newspaper ‘Subsidies’ 
Help Rural Sections 


With splendid impartiality Sen. Joe Mc- 
Carthy demands of the Post Office depart- 
ment estimates of how much ‘“‘subsidizing 
distribution’ costs the department for The 
Washington Post, The Wall Street Journal 
and the Communist Daily Worker. 

He refers, of course, to second-class 
postal rates, which have been the subject 
of no little public discussion before. More 
and more metropolitan newspapers, includ- 
ing The Washington Post, have urged that 
tie Post Office -department charge them 
the whole cost of delivering. But it may 
possibly surprise Senator McCarthy to 
learn how small a circulation percentage 
of most larger papers is handled by mail. 
Mail service handles only 4 per cent of The 
Washington Post's subscriptions. The rest 
are delivered by carriers or truck. The 
Courier-Journal and Louisville Times, hav- 
ing a higher proportion of rural subscrip- 
tions, use postal service for about 10 per 
cent of their total circulation. Such big 
city street-sales papers as The New York 
Mirror use mail service for only one-tenth 
of 1 per cent of their circulation. 

The mail percentage runs high in such 
farm states as Iowa: The Des Moines Reg- 
ister and Tribune uses: mail for 30.3 per 
cent: The Sioux City Journal for 45.6 per 
cent and The Dubuque Telegraph-Herald 
for 51.6 per cent. 

In addition, country weeklies are dis- 
tributed without charge in their own coun- 
ties. This, together with the so-called sub- 
sidy of second-class postal rates, and Rural 
Free Delivery, was originally authorized by. 
Congress as a public service to the rural 
resident. 

The whole subject of second-class postal 
rates is under study by a Citizens Post Of- 
fice Advisory Council, authorized by Sen- 
ate Resolution 49 last March. Included in 
its efforts is exactly what Senator McCar- 
thy is asking of the Post Office depart- 
ment: to determine exactly what it costs 
the department to handle each class of mail. 
Thus far the queéestion’s answerf has been 
buried in bookkeeping. 

If out of all this urge to investigate and 
examine comes abolition of. second-class 
rates for newspapers, it will be neither the 
city subscriber nor the metropolitan news- 
paper who is inconvenienced, but the rural 
subscriber, the county weekly. newspaper 
and the. national magazine..

MANILA, Tuesday, Sept. 8 A— 
Indonesian Foreign Minister Dr. 
Sunarjo said Monday night his gov- 
ernment will seek early revisions 
of relations with The Netherlands 
and will conclude a bilateral peace 
treaty with Japan.

A petite Atlanta woman is 
guardian of the Yellow Jackets’ 
appetites. 

Miss Helen Twiggs is close to 
the hearts of Tech’s 117 squad 
members and their coaches for 
more than one reason. 

Beginning her fifth year as 
dietitian in charge of the 
team’s training table, the at- 
tractive Atlantan says keeping 
the boys happy—by planning 
versatile, wholesome meals 
each day—is her main coricern.

Breakfast for the SEC cham- 
pions includes meat, eggs, 
toast, milk, fruit juice, dry 
cereal, cooked cereal and oc- 
casionally sweet rolls. Lunch 
includes meat, two vegetables, 
bread, salad, light dessert, iced 
tea. Evening meal is the hearti- 
est and consists of meat, at 
least two vegetables, usually 
three, bread, salad, dessert and 
milk. 


After a hard practice, the 
boys eat somewhat lighter, Miss 
Twiggs pointed out and they 
are usually quiet and eat less 
after losing a game. However, 
the brown-eyed dietitian ex- 
pects no decrease in appetites 
this season.

When he was one, he was never a problem. He was a delight. 
All he did was fall down. But now he is two, and everything he 
does seems a problem. He is into, onto, and under everything. 
He is an unmanageable imp, and whenever you try to curb him, 


he screams. Formerly he 
seemed so tractable and sweet, 
and now he has temper tan- 
trums. So do you. Sometimes 
you even howl back at him, 
“Stop acting like a baby!’’ 

Before you worry too much, 
it may help to know that what 
you are now witnessing is no 
more than is to ne expected. If 
your two-year-old now shows 
more anger than ever before, 
he is like every other. For pur- 
poses of quick comfort, how- 
ever, let it be known that he is 
showing more anger than he 
ever will again. 

A lot has been learned about 
anger that mothers’. should 
know.

Not 
until the child is older , does 
he pout and become resentful. 


Small children also get angry 
at certain times. If you know 
the times, you can stave off 
the cause and often the attack.

You’ve got to be careful about 
slogans in bridge. They are all 
right in their way, but it is essen- 
tial to apply them in the proper 
manner.
